This action is in response to the Amendment received on 3 December 2008 in 
which claims 1 -8, 10-11, 1 4-1 7 are pending. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over Wall et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,970,556), in view of Altschul et al (U.S. Patent No. 
6,405,056), and in further view Nebiker et al (U.S. Patent No. 7,054,423). 

With respect to independent claim 1 , the nonobvious improvement comprises a 
key telephone set comprising: an interchangeable line button unit is attached to a 
telephone main body with a first sliding attachment mechanism, wherein an 
interchangeable display unit is attached to said interchangeable line button unit with a 
second sliding attachment mechanism and thereby said interchangeable display unit is 
attached to said telephone main body through said interchangeable line button unit, as 
substantially described and connected with the other function language of the claims.
